But these peat makers seem to have 
the best of the argument, as the peat 
lands are all but

fuel, and, as they say, "the people will 
have to com e to us and pay whatever 
our fuel is worth In heat units— not re­ 
specting the cost to us of producing 
the fuel.” 
That they have the whip hand and 
are aware of the fact was made clear 
to a representative who called upon 
the president of the corporation, Hen­ 
ry S. Bunting. 
The Illinois Peat Fuel 
company is the name under which the 
corporation operates. 
Mr. Bunting made no 
attempt 
to 
conceal the fact that he was not phil- 
anthropically 
inclined. 
His 
candor 
on this point, in fact, w as interesting 
from a psychological viewpoint, as he 
explained that the stockholders of his 
company had made him president not 
with the idea of guarding the inter­ 
ests of the dear public, but "to make 
dividends for them .” 
He proposed to 
fill his position with an eye singly and 
solely to that end.
